A BEAUTIFUL WOMAN SHOT DOWN.

heart Who Hud Married Another Man, 
Shoot* Her Dead aod Ii In Turn Filled 
Full of Holra by the Btuband ot the 
Woman—Other l>eed> of a Criminal 
Suture. 
GHASD MOCND, Iowa, Sept. 16.—John 


W. Beran, of Chicago, shot Mrs. W. M. 
Langrlon desrt here Monday and was im- 
mediately killed by herbuaband, who sur- 
rendered to the local officers, and is now 
In the cnstody of the sheriff. Three years 
ago young Be van and Miss Mollie Smith 
were nttending school at Valparaiso, Ind. 
There they fell in lor* with each other 
and became engaged. 
Soon after they 


teparated, Mollie going to her home at 
Madison, Wis., and Bevan to big home in 
Chicago. Mollie coon after transferred 
her affections to William Langdos, a man 
in her city, and not long ago they were 
married and came to this county. Bevan 
appeared hers Monday morning and went 
to the house of a family nnmed Twogood. 
where Langdon and his wife boarded, He 
rang the be.l, and when I.nugdon appear- 
ed asked to speak to his wife. 


A Z>a«tardlj Murder. 


His successful rival knew of the former 


love affair and of threats made by Bevan 
since be was jilted and at first refused. 
He finally consented, however, and went 
up stairs and told his wife Bevan wanted 
to speak to her, at the same time going 
for his revolver, fearing trouble. AB he 
was abou t to descend the stairs he heard 
three shots, and rushed down to see h<8 
wife lying with a bullet hole in her head 
and another in her neck. The third shot 
Bevan 
had 
directed against himself. 


Langdon rushed np to Bevan and emptied 
his revolver in his face and Bevan fell 
dead beside the body of his fair young 
victim. 
Lnngdon, almost crazed with 


grief over the death of his wife, to whom 
he WHS devotedly attached, carried her re- 
mains into the house, where vain efforts 
were ma-le to revive her. 


Lancdon Given Hlmadf Up. 


Both Mrs. Lnngdon and her murderer 


were 22 years of age. Mr. Langdon then 
gave himself up to tlie local officers, and 
was fcubsequently taken in charge by 
Sheriff Desmond. A coroner's inquest is 
being held, but no verdict will be re- 
turned until the post-mortem examina- 
tion of the victims has been finished. 


Mr. Lanadon is a member of the firm of 


Langilon & Co , contractors, and has a 
contract for building the double track of 
the Ciiicaao and Northwestern railway 
from Dewitt west to Cedar Rapids. Lit- 
tle is known of him except that he came 
here from St. Paul and that his parents 
in Chicago are said to be wealthy. Mrs. 
Langdoo was a beautiful and accom- 
plished young woman, and her death is 
deepl} deplored.

WHAT BLOUNT OF GEORGIA 8AV8. 


A Long Speech Made by the Southern 


Congressman In Arguing « Point of Or- 
der Railed by Orosvenor Against the 
Resolution of Enloe Relative to the 
Kennedy Speech—The House Anti-Lot- 
tery Bill Paned by the Senate. 
WASHINGTON Crrr, Sept. 16.—The house 


Tuesday morning proceeded to the consid- 
eration of the Enloe resolution, relative to 
the Kennedy speech. The pending ques- 
tion was on the point of order raised 
against the resolution by Grosvenor of 
Ohio. Blount of Georgia, in arguing tha 
point of order, recal led the Brooks-Sum- 
ner episode and cited the action of the 
douse in that cage. The gentleman from 
Ohio (Kennedy) had been so Indignant at 
the action of a certain senator that be had 
proceeded to denounce him in rigorous 
language. 
The senator had been de- 


nounced as a felon and as a traitor. He 
had been charged with colleaguing with 
another senator to betray an obligation 
be owed to the country. Whenever a 
member of this body arraigned a senator 
as a felon and a traitor by reason of bis 
conduct in regard to legislation, there 
could be no question but that the charac- 
ter of the house was assailed. 


The Dignity of the House. 


If there were any question about it 


here, 
the 
public interest manifested 


throughout the country showed the pub- 
lic conception of theattitnde of the gentle- 
man from Ohio iin 1 the duty of the bouse. 
Blount was not here to vindicate the 
charracter of the senator from Pennsyl- 
vania. He was not here to investigate 
whether or not the charges made by the 
gentleman from Ohio were true or not. 
These were matters with which no mem- 
ber had anything to do; but the question 
of the character and dignity of the house 
was one with which members had some- 
thing to do and for which the people 
would hold them to a rigid responsibility. 


Morel? a Device. 


Here was a case where a member of the 


other body was deliberately, carefully 
and solemnly denounced for his public 
conduct in the benaie. Would it be said 
that the gentleman hnd spoken of the 
"chairman of the Republican national 
committee?'' What had the chairman of 
the Republican national committee in 
the senate chamber to say? The gentle- 
man had referred to the senator from 
Pennsylvania and the desienatiou of him 
as the chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee was merely a device to 
escape responsibility. 


Overruled the Point ot Order. 


The speaker in rendering hlu decision 


said that there could be no doubt that 
the legislative proceedings of the two 
co-ordinate branches of the legislature 
would be very much impeded If improper 
reflections were allowed by the members 
of the one body upon members of the 
other. This was so plain, so well estab- 
lished that it seemed unnecessary to say 
a word in regard to it. It was founded 
on that principle which caused members 
of the house to speak of each other by a 
phrase rather than by name. It was in- 
tended as far as possible to keep personal 
feeling out of legislation, and ths chair 
was very glad, not only for the advantage 
of the relations between the house and 
the senate, out for the advantage of the 
relations among members of the bouse 
that this question should be passed upon 
in such a mauner us would make an im- 
pression upon all. The chair therefore 
overruled the point of order raised by 
Grosvenor. 


Work in the Senate. 


The senate met at 11 Tuesday with Vice 


President Morton in the chair. The sen- 
ate proceeded to consider for an hour bills 
on the calendar nuobjected to. The con 
ference report on ,the railroad land for- 
feiture bill was agreed to—veas 30, nays 
IS—the Democrats voting in the negative 
andtheRepublicaus in the affirmative. The 
house anti-lottery bill was then taken up, 
read and passed. 


Pennsylvania Democratn Meet. 


HEADING, Pa, Sept. 16.—The annual 


meeting of the Democratic societies of 
Pennsylvania 
held here Tuesday was 


fully attended. Democrats of note from 
all portions of the 8'ate were present, 
Messrs. Pattiscm, B nek. and Barclay, the 
candidates of t lie pnrly respectively for 
governor, lieutenant governor and secre- 
tary of internal affairs, were on hand 
early. The convention of the societies 
was called to order in the Grand Opera 
house at 1 o'clock. About 1,000 delegates 
were present. Channcey F. Black pre- 
sided and opened the proceedings with an 
address of considerable length. 


The Meat Inspection L.IHT. 


LONDON*. Sept. 16. —The Standard says: 


A more outrageous enactment than the 
meat inspection law was nevar fr.imed in 
a civilized country.

No foreign otate can submit to such 
threats without abjact 
humiliation.
